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WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST CONTROL 


White Pine Blister Rust control as conducted in 
this town during 1940 by the State Forestry & Recre- 
_ation Department and the Federal Bureau of Ento- 
mology was a part of a nationwide program of protect- 
ing white pine growth from a bark disease, which, 
though not spectacular, represents a very serious 
menace to this tree if not controlled. Throughout the 
northeastern states, where white pine is especially 
important, counties, towns, cities, and individual own- 
ers have cooperated with State and Federal agencies. 
In the Far West, upon the National Forests and hold- 
ings of large lumber companies, Blister Rust control is 
recognized as a necessary practice in growing white 
pine. Recently, the Federal Government reaffirmed 
and emphasized the need of White Pine Blister Rust 
control by the passage of an act authorizing financial 
assistance to such states as are carrying on control 
measures. All towns and their citizens are strongly 
urged to cooperate with the State and Federal gov- 
ernments in their efforts to mate control of this 
destructive disease.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Ossipee: 

I herewith submit my fifteenth annual report as 
superintendent of schools, it being the twenty-first in 
the series of such reports. 

Democracy is challenged today as never before. 
Schools, church and home form the triangle on which 
our safety rests. The triangle is a rigid figure and 
used much in the construction of foundations of heavy 
structures. If any side is imperfect the foundation 
gives way and the structure falls. 

Homes and churches should be very active in 
building characters for worthy citizenship. Our im- 
mediate task lies in the schools, in which teachers work 
so many days each year. We have comfortable build- 
ings and good materials in a land at peace. We should 
do much. People in European countries are dying and 
the children are growing up in ignorance. The child- 
ren of America must save the world for Freedom and 
Democracy. 7 

We must train for sound bodies, so we teach 
health lessons, we provide healthful conditions and 
outdoor playgrounds, and we have nurses and doctors 
to check up and correct defects. 

We must train for mechanical skills for trades 
and industries. Our immediate defense program is 
calling loudly for workers with intelligent manual 
ability. It would be very wise to introduce more me- 
chanical work, either in the form of shop work or 
agriculture with farm mechanics. The girls should 
have an opportunity for domestic arts. More space 
should be provided for these practical arts. In con- 
nection with these activities, room should be provided 
for a suitable noon lunch program. | 

We must train for governmental tasks. So we 
have classes in History and Government, Economics 
and Sociology and much discussion of Current Events 
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which are very much alive in these days. We have 
club activities and parliamentary procedure. We argue 
and discuss as people should in a Democracy. We try 
to train for future citizenship and worthy office-hold- 
ing. Our seniors visit Town Meeting. They go to 
Concord to see the Legislature in session and visit 
government buildings. 

The orchestra, glee club and athletic teams add 
interest and give pupils fine training in working to- 
gether for school welfare. 

We must train for scientific knowledge of plant 
and animal life. We must search the secrets of the 
laboratory in Chemistry and Physics. We must know 
about the earth’s formation and the movements of 
winds and tides. 

America marches on! What will be her fate? 
The answer lies in the progress we make in character 
and the finer arts. Education without character is 
shown in the world gone mad today. We have music 
and art, poetry and literature. We seek to find the 
virtues which endure—the finer senses of beauty, har- 
mony, justice and honesty. We try to understand that 
our home country is free and prosperous because others 
worked, struggled and suffered for us. 

Some fine improvements have been made in school 
property this year. A well-arranged shed was con- 
structed at West Ossipee. Wells of water were pro- 
vided at Water Village and Moultonville. The boiler 
at the Center School has been repaired and rearranged. 
Electric lights have been installed at Water Village, 
and now every schoolhouse in town is lighted with 
electricity. New seats and desks have been provided 
at Granite and Water Village. Every schoolhouse now 
has modern furniture. 

In the coming year septic toilets should be pro- 
vided at West Ossipee. Shingling should be finished 
at the Center and some form of ventilation be installed. 
The athletic field should be graded and:all school lawns 
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should be graded and beautified. Above all, the Center 
Building should be enlarged to make noon lunch service 
possible. A definite plan for more manual work for 
the boys and domestic arts for the girls should be 
made. An agricultural course would be most desir- 
able for our school. This could be introduced at small 
expense. 

The high school is still advancing well and schol- 
arship is improving. The enrollment is the largest in 
our history. We have been fortunate to keep the same 
strong headmaster, John H. Frye. Our new teacher, 
Mr. Taylor, has done well and has been able to add 
some special work in posture classes. Mr. Bennett 
has had part time off to study at Plymouth Teachers’ 
College and Miss Woodeson has done some fine work 
with the orchestra and vocal work. We appreciate the 
interest of the Men’s Club and the Woman’s Club in 
inviting the boys and girls to appear in musical and 
discussion groups. 

The good work of our nurse, Mrs. Marion Davis, 
continues. Statistics appear in the Nurse’s report.
